23 tem, whether there be any in your pariſh that be ſuſpeRed to be 
reconciled to the Pope of Rome his religion, any maſſing Priefts , Ieſuirs, 
Seminaries, or other which haue recciued authoritic from the Romiſh 
church: any Papiſts or Recuſants, or any that goe about to deprauethe 
Religion now eſtabliſhed, and that maintaine herefies , vſc inchantments, 
witchcrafts, ſorceries, or ſuch like. 

24 trem, whether haue you the Canons and Conftitutions lately ſee 
forth by authoritic, and for the better obſeruation of them , whether hath 
your Miniſter read them in your pariſh church or chappell ypon ſome 
Sondaies and holidaies, according as it is commanded. 

25 Item, whether doe you know or hauc heard by common fame of a- 
by other crime worthie preſentment, the reformation whereof belon eth 
to the Eccleſiaſticall court : and if you doe, you ſhall as well preſent them 
which now come to your memorie,as thoſe which ſhall hereafter come to 
your knowledge, twice by the yeare, accotding to the Canons lately ſer 
forth by authoritte , that is co ſay, from henceforth at the feaſt of S. Tohn - 
Baptiſt, commonly called Midſommer, and at the feaſt of the Natiuitic of 
our Lord, commonly called Chriſtmas. i 
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
